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DETAILED ACTION 

Claims 1 and 5 are pending. This Office action is responsive to the filings of 
June 2, 2003; June 6, 2003; and July 16, 2003. 

Continued Examination Under 37 CFR 1.114 

1 . A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1 .17(e), was filed in this application after final rejection. Since this 
application is eligible for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, and the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1 .17(e) has been timely paid, the finality of the previous Office action 
has been withdrawn pursuant to 37 CFR 1.114. Applicant's submission filed on July 16, 
2003 has been entered. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

2. The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of 
making and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the 
art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall 
set forth the best mode contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

3. Claims 1 and 5 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, as failing to 
comply with the written description requirement. The claim(s) contains subject matter 
which was not described in the specification in such a way as to reasonably convey to 
one skilled in the relevant art that the inventor(s), at the time the application was filed, 
had possession of the claimed invention. Applicants state the basis for the new 
limitation of claim 1 (see page 3, first paragraph of response filed June 2, 2003) is set 
forth at page 6, lines 3-6 of the instant specification. 
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Page 6, lines 3-6 of the instant specification recite "simultaneously adding an 
alkali metal silicate, such as sodium silicate, and an alkali soluble inorganic compound 
to an alkali aqueous solution having a pH of at least 1 0". It is unclear wherein 
applicants provide basis in the original specification for silica containing composite 
oxides formed by the addition of an inorganic oxide . Said claim limitation is considered 
new matter. 

Response to Arguments 

4. Applicant's arguments with respect to claims 1 and 5 have been considered but 
are moot in view of the new ground(s) of rejection. 

5. While applicant's declaration under 37 CFR 1 .1 32 obviates the rejection over the 
Enomoto et al, US 5,935,700, reference, applicants are provided with the PCT 
publication corresponding to US 5,935,700, ie, WO 95/33787. WO 95/33787 is 
considered to have the same or substantially the same disclosure as Enomoto et al, US 
5,935,700, and qualifies as prior art under 35 USC 102(b).
